electrical transducer and having a cable duct for at least one optical fiber cable --. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-13 and 15-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The examiner agrees with Applicants' arguments, see pp. 8-9 of the Remarks; specifically, 
that the prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests the detector arrangement that 
further has a module carrier having an inner space for the electrical unit and having a cable duct 
for at least one optical fiber cable, as recited in former claim 8, now required by the combination 
as claimed in claim 1, as amended above. 

Claims 2-7, 9-13 and 15-18 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies. 

Similarly, the prior art of record neither teaches nor reasonably suggests a detector 
module or method of use, where the detector module has a module carrier having an inner space 
for the electro-optic and opto-electric transducers and having a cable duct for at least one optical 
fiber cable, where the electro-optical transducer generates optical output signals indicative of 
radiation detected by the one or more detector elements, and where the opto-electrical transducer 
receives input signals and supplies the signals to at least one of the detector elements, as required 
by the combinations as claimed in each of claims 19 and 20, as amended above. 

Claim 21 is allowed by virtue of its dependency.
